‘Public Option’ May Be Dead 


Obama team backs off call for government-run insurance 


WASHINGTON I Bowing to Republican 
pressure and an uneasy public, President 
Obama’s administration signaled Sunday it 
is ready to abandon the idea of giving Amer- 
icans the option of government-run insur- 
ance as part of a new health care system. 
Facing mounting opposition to the over- 
haul, administration officials left open the 
chance for a compromise with Republicans 
that would include health insurance coop- 


eratives instead of a government-run plan. 
Such a concession probably would enrage 
Obama’s liberal supporters but could deliver 
a much-needed victory on a top domestic 
priority opposed by GOP lawmakers. 
Officials from both political parties 
reached across the aisle in an effort to find 
compromises on proposals they left behind 
when they returned to their districts for an 
August recess, Obama had wanted the gov- 


ernment to run a health insurance orga- 
nization to help cover the nation’s almost 
50 million uninsured, but didn’t include it 
as one of his core principles of reform. 
Health and Human Services Secretary 
Kathleen Sebelius said that government 
alternative to private health insurance is 
“not the essential element” of the admin- 
istration’s health care overhaul. The White 
House would be open to co-ops, she said, a 
sign that Democrats want a compromise so 
they can declare a victory, philipelliott(ap)

School that suffered 
outbreak has already 
learned hard lessons 

NEW YORK I At St. Francis Prepa- 
ratory School this fall, the audito- 
rium will double as a sick room. 
New York City might make stu- 
dents wash their hands several 
times a day. There will be a unit 
on swine flu in health class. 

In the weeks after the swine 
flu outbreak that began at the 
Queens parochial school. New 
York City became a viral epicen- 
ter and focus of the nation’s fears 
of the illness. 

While educators and health 
officials decide how best to ward 
off a stronger strain of the virus in 
the fall, St. Francis Assistant Prin- 
cipal Patrick McLaughlin said his 
students may have already learned 
from experience to be vigilant. 

He already noticed the chang- 
es: Sharing water bottles at school 
suddenly became a major trans- 
gression, And in 25 years of teach- 
ing health class, McLaughlin had 
never seen students get so excited 
about communicable diseases. 


“I don’t want them to come to 
school being afraid,” McLaughlin 
said. “But I do want that aware- 
ness ... that knowledge that it’s 
out there. It could come back. Be 
ready for it.” 


There are signs that students 
have already learned hard lessons 
about spreading the virus. 

Like many of her classmates 
at St. Francis, Abby Opam’s early 
brush with swine flu likely left her 


immune to any fall outbreak — but 
the experience has changed how 
she’s looking at her first year of col- 
lege at New York University.

“I’m being more careful to not, 
like, share drinks or, you know, get

administrators are waiting to start 
a fresh year. They’re prepared with 
extra equipment this time around. 
After the chaos of last year, the 
school received donated steriliza- 
tion equipment, and the school 
nurse bought touch-forehead ther- 
mometers to make mass triage

Afghan Warlord Returns 
From Exile Ahead of Vote 

A powerful and controversial 
Afghan warlord returned from 
exile in Turkey late Sunday — in 
an apparent attempt by President 
Hamid Karzai to attract ethnic 
Uzbek voters in this week’s presi- 
dential poll. The US. condemned 
Gen. Abdul Rashid Dostum’s 
return and raised concerns about 
his alleged involvement in “massive 
human rights violations.” (ap) 

MEXICO CITY 

Mexico Replaces All 700 
Of Its Customs Inspectors 

Mexico has replaced all 700 of its 
customs inspectors with 1,400 
agents newly trained to fight drug 
smuggling. The government has 
sent soldiers to airports and border 
crossings across the country to take 
back the guns issued to the inspec- 
tors. Tax Administration Service 
spokesman Pedro Canabal says the 
officers were not fired. Instead, the 
agency decided not to rehire them 
when their contracts expired, (ap) 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA 

N. Korean Leader Holds 
Talks With Hyundai Head 

North Korean leader Kim Jong II 
held talks with the head of South 
Korea’s Hyundai Group, the North’s 
state media reported Sunday, in a 
rare meeting that could warm pros- 
pects for a resumption of stalled 
cross-border projects. Kim and 
H 5 mn Jeong-eun, H 5 nmdai’s chair- 
woman, had a “cordial talk,” on 
Sunday, the Korean Central News 
Agency reported, (ap) 


Myanmar Frees Ailing American 



Va. senator flies with 
Sun Kyis uninvited 
visitor to Bangkok 

B A N G KO K I Myanmar freed an ail- 
ing American who it had sentenced 
to seven years of hard labor and 
handed him to an influential U.S 
senator on Sunday, a move that 
could help persuade Washington 
to soften its hardline policy against 
the military regime. 

Sen. Jim Webb, D-Va., who 
secured John Yettaw’s freedom, 
said he believes years of sanc- 
tions have failed to move the 
Southeast Asian country toward 
democratic reforms or talks with 
detained opposition leader Aung 
San Suu Kyi. 

Webb said he would discuss 
his conclusions and recommenda- 
tions with Secretary of State Hil- 
lary Rodham Clinton and others 
on his return to Washington. He 
declined to speculate on what the 
Obama administration — which is 
reviewing its policy toward Myan- 
mar — would do. 

Webb flew with Yettaw to Bang- 
kok on Sunday afternoon. Yettaw 


had been held at Insein Prison in 
Myanmar’s biggest city, Yangon, 
since his arrest in early May. 

The 53-year-old American 
was apprehended as he swam 
away from Suu Kyi’s lakeside resi- 
dence, where he had sheltered for 
two days after sneaking in unin- 
vited. He was convicted last week

Iran Expands Mass 
Trial of Opposition 


Ahmadinejad plans 
to nominate three 
women to Cabinet 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran expanded its 
mass trial of opposition support- 
ers Sunday, adding 25 more defen- 
dants, including a Jewish teenager, 
who are accused of involvement in 
unrest over the disputed presiden- 
tial election. 

The turmoil that erupted after 
the opposition declared the June 12 
vote a fraud has weakened Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Ahmadinejad and 
called his legitimacy into question. 


Nevertheless, he pushed ahead 
with preparations for his next term 
by announcing he will nominate 
three women to join his new Cabi- 
net. If confirmed, they would be 
Iran’s first female ministers since 
the 1979 Islamic Revolution. 

The announcement appeared to 
be an attempt to enlist the support 
of Iranian women as Ahmadinejad 
fends off criticism from the oppo- 
sition and some of his own conser- 
vative supporters. But the appoint- 
ments seem unlikely to appease 
reformists, because the two women 
he named Sunday are fellow hard- 
liners.

Va. Case May Define Pet’s Worth 



Mans suit claims 
‘emotional distress’ 
after his dog’s death 

ARLINGTON, VA. | How much is a 
pet worth to its owner? 

An animal-rights case headed 
to court next week in Arlington 
County could answer that ques- 
tion and redefine Virginia prop- 
erty law in the process.

Jeffrey Nanni has sued his for- 
mer domestic partner, Maurice 
Kevin Smith, alleging that Smith 
maliciously killed their 12-pound 
Chihuahua, Buster, two years ago 
by hitting him with a wooden board. 
Smith has denied killing Buster, but 
was found guilty of assault and bat- 


tery, and cruelty to animals in con- 
nection with the incident. 

Since Buster’s death, the suit 
says, Nanni, 42, a paralegal, “con- 
tinues to suffer severe emotional 
distress.” The suit asks $15,000, 
the minimum amount to ensure 
the case will be heard in Arlington 
Circuit Court, for Buster’s worth. 


“which includes Buster’s unique 
value ... as a companion animal.” 

If he wins, it would be a first 
in Virginia. State law says dogs 
and cats are considered personal 
property, and owners are “entitled 
to recover the value” of the pet if 
the pet is injured or killed. In the 
past, that has been interpreted to 


mean the replacement value. 

Nanni’s lawyer, Lanny Davis, 
says pets have “irreplaceable rela- 
tionships” with their owners. “If 
you ask somebody if their animal 
companion is worth only the cost 
of the animal, people will look at 
you like you’re crazy,” Davis said.

Some health care 
providers are letting 
their patients barter 
for medical treatment 

HEALTH CARE I Cash, check or a 
cord of wood for that doctor visit? 
As health care costs climb, old- 
fashioned bartering has seen brisk 
growth in the recession, 

Robert Josefs of Hillsborough, 
N. J., traded his Web site design- 
ing skills for nearly $1,000 in den- 
tal work last year when he had no 
insurance. Other patients across 
the country are learning that 
health care debts don’t always have 
to be settled with precious cash. 
The trade exchange ITEX Corp,, 
for example, has seen its health care 
business rise 45 percent over the 
past year. The exchange now fos- 


ters about $1 million per month in 
health care bartering. 

People who barter for health 


care say the practice allows them 
to stretch their resources or receive 
care they couldn’t afford. But 


bartering can be tricky, and not 
every health care provider will 
consider it.

Some doctors are open to bar- 
tering directly with patients. Oth- 
ers trade through an exchange 
such as ITEX. 

Direct bartering depends on 
the patient’s having a good or 
service the doctor needs. At the 
Barter Clinic on the edge of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains in Eloyd, 
Va., a wide range of barters are 
considered. 


Johanna Nichols barters pro- 
duce from her organic vegetable 
farm with Susan Osborne, an 
osteopathic physician at the clinic. 
Nichols said she barters to help off- 
set the costs of a high- deductible 
insurance plan, 

Osborne’s Barter Clinic also 
accepts clothing and firewood, 
and has counted violin lessons and 
child care among other unorthodox 
forms of payment accepted. 

No matter what is bartered, the 
transaction must be reported to 
the Internal Revenue Service. The 
fair market value of property or 
services received should be includ- 
ed as income on tax returns. Fail- 
ing to do so can lead to headaches. 
Osborne said she was once audited 
her barter accounts to make sure 
proper taxes were being paid. 

“Several people ... had not real- 
ized that they had to report it on 
their taxes, and so they ended up 
having to redo their taxes and 
were angry with us,” Osborne said.

Guest is evicted for 
breaking the rules 
— but which ones? 

SPLITS I Freelance journalist 
Chima Simone is no longer in the 
“Big Brother” house. 

“Chima has been evicted by the 
producers from the 'Big Brother’ 
house for violating the rules,” CBS 
said in a statement. “She will not be 
part of the show’s jury. Her eviction 
will be addressed on an upcoming 
broadcast of the show.” 

Simone was last seen on the 
show conjuring conspiracy theo- 
ries after her ally, bodybuilder Jes- 
sie Godderz, was spontaneously 
nominated for eviction Thurs- 
day because of the “coup d’etat,” a 
power secretly voted on by view- 
ers that was used to overthrow 
Simone’s nominations. 

Simone has been one of the sea- 
son’s most outspoken guests. When 
she was nominated for eviction in 
the first week, CBS censored her 
live last-plea speech, which refer- 
enced derogatory terms used by 
her competitor, derrik j. lang (ap) 


CGI is everywhere, 
but hand-drawn 
animation remains 
a powerful medium 

FILM I Computer animation may 
have taken control of the big-screen 
cartoon world, yet two of the world’s 
animation masters remain commit- 
ted to the hand-drawn form. 

Japan’s Hayao Miyazaki — 
whose 2002 fantasy “Spirited 
Away” won the Academy Award for 
feature animation — has returned 
with his latest tale, “Ponyo.” 

Miyazaki has used computer 
animation to embellish hand- 
drawn images in the past. But 
before “Ponyo” went into produc- 
tion, he shut down his studio’s com- 
puter-graphics department. 

“I realized that by using com- 
puters, what we were doing is that 
people who could draw by hand, 
the computer somehow entered in 
their heads,” Miyazaki said. “So, 
they were starting to draw to fit the 
computer images, and I thought 
that was the wrong way to go.” 

Among the executive producers 
for the English-language version 
of “Ponyo,” which opened Friday, is 
John Lasseter, whose “Toy Story” 
was the first computer-animated 
feature film. 

While Lasseter ’s Pixar Anima- 
tion remains focused on digital, he 
and Pixar colleague Ed Catmull 
also oversee animation for their 
company’s parent, the Walt Dis- 
ney Co., which is returning to its 
hand- drawn roots this fall.

“The Princess and the Frog,” 
due in theaters for the holidays, is 
the studio’s first hand- drawn ani- 
mated film in five years. 

“I never understand why every- 
body goes, ‘Oh, well, now that 


computer animation is so success- 
ful, no one wants to watch hand- 
drawn animation,”’ said Lasseter. 
“I think that’s ridiculous. I mean, 
you watch his films. They’re just 
so exquisite.” 

“Ponyo” is a “Little Mermaid”- 
type story, in which a tiny sea crea- 
ture gets a taste of life above the 
surface, falls for a spirited young 
boy and embarks on a frenzied 
quest to become human. 

Compared to the near-photo- 
realistic detail that computer ani- 


mation can achieve, Miyazaki opts 
for trippy images that reflect and 
bend reality, including a segment in 
which Ponyo races along the ocean 
surface during a fierce storm. 

“That whole sequence is amaz- 
ing,” Lasseter said. “He said that 
he wanted to keep the animators 
that were animating all the water 
very loose, so it’s very impression- 
istic. And it was very kind of rough 
in the way that they did it. I think 
it really added to how special that

‘Glenn Martin, DDS’ 
is a painful and ugly 
animated sitcom 

CLAYMATION | A reinvention of 
the family sitcom, “Glenn Martin, 
DDS” (8 p.m,. Nickelodeon) replaces 
actors with stop-motion animated 
characters voiced by known per- 
formers, including Kevin Nealon 
and Catherine O’Hara. 

“Martin” is probably best appre- 
ciated for its interesting credits. It’s 
the first series to come from Tor- 
nante Animation, run by longtime 
Disney chief Michael Eisner, 

Glenn Martin (Nealon) is the 
traditional dimwit dad, barely tol- 
erated by his “Sex and the City”- 
obsessed wife (O’Hara) or acknowl- 
edged by his kids, who include an 
immature 13-year-old boy and a 
ruthlessly entrepreneurial adoles- 
cent girl with a personal assistant 
(Judy Greer). 

Free of laughs, but not of a 
laugh track, the first episode, about 
a family road trip, borrows heavily 
from “National Lampoon’s Fam- 
ily Vacation.” Nealon, who can be 
seen as a poor man’s Chevy Chase, 


does his animated best to breathe 
life into his hand-me-down Clark 
Griswold character. 

After Glenn tries to wean his 
children from their electronic 
gadgets, the family is stranded 
in an Amish village, where they 
repay local hospitality by ridicul- 
ing their hosts and then corrupt- 
ing and disrupting their simple 
way of life. The lesson seems to 


be, people who aren’t addicted to 
money, shopping malls and video 
games are freaks and losers. 

This “edgy” story would be 
slightly less horrible if any of 
the characters was remotely lik- 
able.
